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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the inclined filter holder 
means, recited in claim 3 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 



applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claim 1 , at lines 5 and 6, it is recited that the supply unit and holder are 
"coupled together" but there is recited no means for performing the coupling. At line 6, 
there is recited a "coupling movement" between the supply unit and holder, but it is not 
made clear what element is movable or that the elements are movable with respect to 
each other. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Illy in 
view or Perlman et al. 

There is disclosed in Illy a coffee maker comprising: a water supply reservoir 2; a 
pump 4 associated with the reservoir; a boiler 3 connected to the pump to receive 
water; a hot water supply unit 8, 1 0, 1 1 ; a filter holder means 1 6 for housing a portion of 
ground coffee (cartridge or pod) 21 ; a coffee delivery means 19; wherein the supply unit 
and filter holder of coupled together by a bayonet connection. 

Perlman discloses a coffee maker wherein a hot water supply unit 20 is coupled 
to a filter holder 22 with a seal 28 by way of a hinge 26, and wherein the trajectory of the 
coupling movement lies on a plane substantially perpendicular to the median plane of a 
coupling of the supply unit and the filter holder. 
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It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to substitute the coupling 
means of Illy with that taught in Perlman, in order to allow access to the ground coffee 
without complete removal of the filter holder from the hot water supply means. 

Claims 2-12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Brown, Zimmermann et al., Oggioni et al., Stasse, 
Dings et al. and Mariller et al. are cited for their disclosure of the state of the art.
